Educatit)n'.' France, England. 
Canada. Australia, theArgtntine 
Republic, all have. We have a 
national burtau of educsUon. but 
it can do little toward the prob- 
lem.

We view the matter dillerently 
in our own Republic. 

Our immortal Declantioa of 
Independence— the noblest docu- 
iiifiit cMT penned liv merely hu- 
man hands— says: "We hold 
these troths to he self evMent 
that all men are created KQUAL. 
mat they are endow ed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable 
rights, that these ar<» life, liber- 
ty and the pursuit of happiness. 
That to secure those right.s gov- 
eroments are instituted among 
men DERIVING THEIR JUST 
POWER? FROM THE CON- 
SENT OF THE GOVERNED." 

The constitution of Kentucky. 
(Sec. 41 declares: ' ".A 11 power i? 
inherent in the I'KOl'LE, and ail 
free governments are founded on 
their authority and instituted for 
their peace, safety, happi- 
ne.'-s and the proteetkMi of pro- 
perty." 

That is the fundamental differ- 
ence hetw'.!. a Republic, like our 
own, and a monarchy Uke Ger- him, 
many, for instanee. 

All political power is inher- 
ent in the king"' they say. 

"All politkal power is inherent 
in— (bekmgs to— the people" we 
say. 

In the kingly government the 

king, in order to carry on the 
details of his government and 
have things done which he can- 
not himself do, loans or dele- 
gates some of his power to other 
men and authorizes each of 
them to do certain things. He 
authorizes one man to Judge to 
try ca.'^es and ent'orce the law. 

He authorities another man to 
be Sheritf, another to be Clerk, 
another to Ui- a Prosecuting At- 
torney, &c. , &c. , and each officer 
in the kingdom, from the highest 
down to the lowest, derives his 
authority from the king: and 
every otTicia! act he performs ia 
done by virtue of the authority 
of and in the name of the king. 

In our own country it is .similar. 
We to have Presidents. Senators, 
Congressmen. Governors, State 
officers, liegisiatorB, Judges, Dis- 
trict and County and City offic- 
ers &c. tt'c. , to carry on the de- 
tails of our government and do 
the things which the whole peo- 
ple have not the ttineor theqoal- 
itications to do. 

And we delegate or kwn to 
each i.';e of these oflicers, for a 
detinite length of time, so much 
of our power as wi ll enable him 
to do certain things for ua. We 
authorize Senaton;, Congress- 
men, State Senator, and I^egis- 
lators to make law;> for us. We 
authorise JudgiBS to In twpe et 
those laws and to assist in their 
enforcement. We authori^-e Gov- 
ernors, Sherirts and like Execu- 
tive officers to execute those 
laws Ike. 

But from the iiigliest to the 
k>«est— from President down to 
eoastible— each of theee oAkers 
derived, or gets hi , itovver to do 
the thing it in his otticial duty Id 
do tsem uv, THE FBOPLI aad 
not from rUBg.

Indeed we have so often 
• servant of the people play poN* 

tics in the discharge of, or fail- 
ure to discharge, his official du- 
ties te order to help himself or 
some friend flnaneiaUy or politi- 
cally that we have forgotten 
that he was using the very pow- 
er the people loaned him against 
the peoirie who hwned it to hfan. 

Isn't it about time. Mr. Good 
Citizen, for men like you to be- 
gin to Mk bow • muk has used 
the power vou have loaned him 
in the past before loaning him 
your power again? 

Among all the officials to whom 
you loan your power you 
make none so iwwerful in the 
District over which he presides 
a.s your Circuit Judge. 

You clothe him w ith power to 
select the juries before whom 
are tried tiie rights of life and 
peace and the rights of property 
of every man, woman and child 
in his District. 

You ctothe him with the pow- 
er to pass on the admissibility of 
testimony in all jury cases before 
No doubt many a poor 
has kMt his home he- 
cau.'ie the .ludge ruled out com- 
petent testimony favorable to him 
or ruled in incompetent testi- 
mony against him. And no 
doubt a poor devil is now in the 
penitentiary for the same reason. 
"Oh" you say: "The Court of 
Appeals is intended to eorreet 
that. Yes, that's true— if-if— 
if the poor fellow hasn't the 
money to do that, what then? 

You clothe the Circuit Judge 
with [)ower to instruct the jury 
as to what the law is in every 
jury case, whether it is only 
property that is at stake or a 
man's very life. And no doubt 
many a man has lo.st his proper- 
ty or his life because of errone- 
ous instructions by the Circuit 
Judge, and not having the money 
to appeal the case. 

You clothe your Circuit Judge 
with power to sit as Chaneelk>r 
and \h hear and decide Equity 
cases without a jury; and his 
decision is almost the last word 
in such cases. That is a mighty 
power to put in the hands of any 
man unless he has shown by his 
use of your power in the past 
that he is above eorrtipt or 
selfish motives. 

You clothe your Circuit Judge 
with power to pass absolutely, 
finally and without appeal, on 
eyery divorce case brought in 
his District. This is also a 
mighty power to entrust to any 
man unless he has ahown by Ma 
pa.st life that he is above the mo 
tive of lust. For many a poor, 
sufferinrwoman might be tempt 
ed to trade her honor to free 
herself tiam • brute who is 
making Hfkt Ml SB MTlh lor 
her.

he may lose hie eaaa: mA R is 
lost forever. 

Wehavealrowly saidtlMktl» 
decision of the Circuft Judge is 
absolute and final in every divorce 
case which comes up in hiscouit. 
He is absolute as to whether $ 
divorce shall be granted, to whonl 
it shall be granted, the sort of a 
divorce given, the conditions on 
whidiUfsglvenand the amount 
of aiimoar. If ihy. that ajbii be 

paid. 

In the opinion of a prominent 
attorney who has praetieed at 
this bar fbr more than twenty 

years in at least seventy-five per 
cent— three out of every four— 
of die suits brought in our Ch-- 

cuit Court the result in that Court 
is absolutely final and unappeal 
able. 

You ckithe your Chreuit Judge 
with power to empanel and in 

struct the Grand Juries whose 
duty it ia to discover a^ report 
to him violations of the hw 
against your right of life, your 
right of liberty, your right of 
property or against year faaoe, 
safety and happiness. 

The Grand Jury is your pro- 
tection against the lawless and 
violent who would abuae or in- 
jtm yoQ. If yoo have been 
abused in any way in your per- 
son and peace or in vour property 
you either report it to the QnxA 
Jury, if it is in session, or you 
take a warrant against the of- 
fender and bind hta OfVar tottie 
Grand Jury. 

It is entirely possible for the 
Circuit Judge to prevent a man 
from being punished who has 
abused you by either empaaell- 
ing such a Grand Jury as will not 
indict him or by making away 
with the indictment In ease Ihe 
Grand Jury should return one. 

We know of a county in which 
the Grand Jories were empanell- 
ed for years solely with a view 
to prevent an honest and fair in- 
vestigation of a crime which 
everybody knew bad been com- 
mitted. And It never wn ftfr* 
ly and honestly investigated; and 
no indictment was ever returned. 

We have heard of a-eaw whare 
the Graitd Jury indicted a broth- 
er of the Circuit Judge. When 
they made their report to the 
Judge and filed with him the in- 
dictments they hid made, the 
Judge, while sitting on the bench 
sneaked the indictment against 
his brother out of tiie bnneh and 
slipped it down under his leg till 
he could find an opportunity to 
stick It fai Ms pocket It is need- 
less to say that that indictment 
was never heard of again. He 
used the power the people htd 
loaned him to do that. 

These are some— not all, only 
a few— of the mighty official 
powers which yos will kaui jto 
your Cbealt Jodge. 

But there is still another pow- 
er your Circuit Judge will have 
wMeh is net eAdal bat whieh 
goes with his office. 

That is the moral influence he 
will exert and laMd over the 

minds of the young men and 
women of his District as an ex- 
ample and object lesson. And 
that is probably the most dang- 
eroua of all great powers he '^ill 
have.
